UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 


Logan has had but one mail during five days, owing to blockade on the 
Utah and Northern R.R. 

C. R. Savage has, perhaps, the finest photograph ever taken in Utah. It is 
a magnificent portrait of President Wilford Woodruff. 

During the month of December the Horn Silver Mining Company shipped 
twenty carloads, of twelve tons each, to Salt Lake City. 

The snow is unusually deep in Sanpete. Cattle are beginning to suffer. 
Some days since ten head were frozen to death in Sanpitch River. 

The Horn Silver directors, old Board, are being sued by the Company for 
the alleged defalcation of ex-president Francklyn. The amount sued for is 
$450,000. 

On Sunday morning, Jan. 8, 1888, in Logan, the thermometer registered 
25, and on Monday morning 35 degrees below zero. This is colder than it 
has been at any time since 1880. 

‘On Christmas day Stephen E. Martin, son of Jesse B. Martin, of Scipio, 
Millard County, was buried at Alpine, Utah Co. He wasa young man, 
much respected in the community. 


The Park Valley, Box Elder County, postoffice, which was e 
some time ago, has been re-established and is expected shortly to resume 
operations, C. E. L. Jackson has been appointed postmaster. 

Bishop William H. Hickenlooper, of the Sixth Ward, Salt Lake City, died 
at 2,15, Saturday morning, Jan. 14, 1888, after an illness of but a few hours. 
He was 83 years, 3 months and 23 days of age, and an old resident of the 
community. 

Beaver County has experienced the deepest snows and the coldest weather 
known to the oldest inhabitants. The roads to the mines are for the fi s 
time blockaded. Sheep and cattle are reported dying very fast, their impove - 
ished condition on the start having much to do with it. 

On Sunday, January 8th, Apostle H. J. Grant, President Angus M. Cannon, 
High Councilor Elias Morrie and others were present at Herriman, Salt Lake 
County, and completed the reorganization of the Ward. Brother Robert 
Dansie is Bishop, with James G. Crane as first end James 8. Orane as seoved 
counselor. | 

One of the home enterprises of Utah is the Vine Bluffs Plaster Mills, 
situated at Nephi, Juab County, the proprietor of which has sought from the 
beginning to preclude the necessity of importing plaster of Paris to the Terri- 
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tory, by manufacturing a superior article and selling it for considerable less 


than it could be purchased for in other markets. 

In Ephraim, Sanpete Co., Utah, a Liberal“ asked a gentleman, over 80, 
to loan him five bushels of wheat for his family. The man generously gave 
him the wheat. A few days later, the “ Liberal” came to borrow $5, was 
refused, and straighway went to a deputy marshal and entered a complaint. 
The old gentleman, feeble and infirm, was arrested on a charge of unlawful (7) 
cohabitation. 

The Deseret News, of Jan. 12, 1888, say; A gentleman, just in from Tooele 
County, reports a disastrous condition of things for the sheep owners in that 
vicinity. He says that the snow is five feet deep on the level on the Desert 
the heaviest fall in 35 years. Thousands of sheep are reported to be dying 
from the intense cold and starvation, the deep snow preventing them from 
getting at the feed.

Taken, 
therefore, too frequently, even in moderate doses, it places the nervous system 
in a condition of greater vulnerability to slight external influences, and 
favors the development of functional neuroses, or helps to render them per- 
manent. Whilst there is no evidence to show that tea causes organic changes 
in the nervous tissues, yet, if such exist, tea may readily aggravate some of 
the symptoms. Tea may act as an important factor in the causation of neu- 
ralgia, —— wy allied affections. When taken constantly in large doses, 
dyspepsia usually supervenes before irreparable harm is done to the nervous 
system. In hemicrania, and possibly some other functional neuroses, there 
is probably a craving for some stimulant, and tea is better than other equally 
accessible articles, and so it happens that many sufferers from megrim are 
great tea-drinkers.— Lancet.
